The scene in front of the hospital 
door was a sad one. Hundreds of peo­ 
ple gathered there clamoring for the 
names of the injured. 
An attendant 
stood at the door with a list of those 
brought to the hospital and answered 
these anxious inquiries. 
Many names 
were inquired for that were not in the 
hospital list. 
The ceiling of the theater was in the 
shape of a dome, which was formed by 
rafters rising from walls of the theatei 
and joined in the center of the ceiling 
by a circular bar of iron. This bar was 
fastened to the roof of the house by 
iron rafters, the whole forming the in­ 
side shell of the theater. 
This whole 
mass was precipitated upon the heads 
of the 200 spectators. The preliminary 
cracking and a slight shower of loose 
plaster gave a short warning, 
being 
enough, however, to enable many to get 
under the seats and thus save them­ 
selves. 
The gallery, balcony and dress circle 
were untouched, but the occupants of 
these, leanng that the worst was yet 
to come, rushed from the building, and 
many were crushed and trampled upon 
as they attempted to get out. 
Those 
who escaped severe injury in the or­ 
chestra made a rush 
for the stage, 
which soon became a mass of strug­ 
gling humanity, entangled in the ropes 
and stays of the scenery, which had 
fallen upon the stage. 
The cries of those trying to escape 
and the moans and prayers of the in­ 
jured were heartrending. 
The actors 
fled from the theater in their stage 
clothes and escaped injury. 
All the lights in the theater were 
extinguished by the breaking of the 
main electric wire. In five minutes the 
patrol wagons and as many fire engines 
and ladder companies were surrounding 
the theater and a howling mob was 
rushing about interfering with the 
work of rescue. 
Capt. Conway and his salvage corps, 
who were first on the scene, seized half 
a dozen bodies, and not stopping to see 
whether they were dead or alive gal 
loped off with them to the hospital. As 
fast as the patrol wagons arrived they 
were filled with limp bodies and rush­ 
ed to the hospital. 
Several of the actors, all the men in 
the company, rendered heroic assist­ 
ance, and risked themselves under the 
hanging debris to pull out the unfor 
tunates. 
George H. Sommers, the str.ge 
manager of the company, did heroic 
service in assisting the injured. 
Not 
more than five persons were killed out­ 
right. 
While the excitement was at its 
height and men were cursing and wo­ 
men screaming in their frantic endeav­ 
or to escape there came another crash. 
It was the entire ceiling tearing away 
from the rafters and tumbling down 
upon the masses of struggling human­ 
ity. 
It sounded like a terrible whirl­ 
wind. 
The noise was heard for a 
square around, and hundreds rushed 
to the front of the theatre, but were 
met and driven hack across the street 
by the streams of people rushing from , 
the inside. 
Hundreds were crushed 
under foot. 
An arbitrary call was sent in for 
every patrol wagon in the city and a 
general fire alarm was sounded.

The Newville Mystery of Two Years

After two years another chapter has 
been added to the. Newville tragedy. 
Frederick McAdams of Milton June' 
lion was pat in 
jail 
last 
evening 
charged with the murder, and for the 
firat time the definite statem ent was 
made the victim was William Ewing. 
Ewing was a painter living in 
Mil­ 
ton Junction and a t the time of the 
m urder he was missing, 
It was sup­ 
posed by many th a t he was the man 
whose body was found 
propped up 
againat a tree in a bunch of woods 
near the Newville bridge, but nothing 
was proven. 
Tne body 
was badly 
decomposed when found and the fe a t­ 
ures were so nearly obliterated that 
identification was impossible. 
Ew ing’s identity and tne connection 
of 
McAdams with the crime were 
declared by Sydney Hurd of Milton to 
District Attorney Jucxt&on yesterday 
afternoon and 
Hurd swore out the 
w arran t for M cA dar/s arrest. 
His 
wife, he declared vt as an eye w it­ 
ness to the tragedy. 
The w arrant was placed in Sheriff 
Achesoun hands aud the sheriff w ith 
Officer 
Occhrane 
went 
to 
Milton 
Junction at once, found McAdams on 
the street and put him under arrect. He 
denied his guilt 
emphatically, acted 
very mach surprised and said th a t he 
and Ewing were alw ays on the be t 
of terms. 
Since his arrest 
he has 
made no statem ent 
and 
refuses to 
answ er any questions about the affair. 
He was brought into court at nine 
c’clcc* 
this 
morning by 
Sheriff 
Acheson and pleaded not guilty. 
Hie 
exam ination was set for October 
Sm ith Sc Pierce appeared in his 
half 
Body W as Found duly G, I Bilo. 
As it will be remembered, 
it was 
July 0, 1895, when the body of a man 
was fouad in a clump of bushes on the 
east bank of the river about a mile 
from th e Newville bridge. 
There was 
little but th e skelton left, 
and +he 
skull rolled off into Justice Spencer’s 
arm s when he leaned forw ard to ex* 
amine the coat. 
Toe dead mao wore 
a well made suit of black, double- 
breasted sack coat and doubie-bres6ted 
vest. 
He had on three pairs of p an ta­ 
loons one over the ether. 
The shirt 
was a pique, and he had on two suits 
of underw ear of good quality. 
No 
tears in the clothing could be found 
to indicate a struggle, 
nor were acy 
bullet holes found either in the skull 
or in the clothing, in spite of the fact. 
th a t a bull dog revolver lying by the 
dead m an’s left h a rd had two cham ­ 
bers discharged. 
Beside the body was a valise con­ 
taining more nnderw ear a pair of 
shoes, collars, necktie 
and railway 
time cards. 
The valise looked to be 
new and was of im itation alligate^ 
skin. 
N othing could be found upon 
the body bearing an address. 
Even 
the tag in the back of the coat was 
missing although this looked a6 if it 
m ight have been torn off. 
One hand­ 
kerchief was marked ML I. 
Looked As If Laid Out. 
W hen the body was found it was 
leaning against a clump of three bass 
wood trees in a dense thicket of dog­ 
wood bashes on the river shore. 
The 
legs extended toward the river, the 
arm s were in attitude of rest and the 
position of the body was th a t of man 
tying against a tree asleep 
The pose 
seemed almost too restful. 
It struck 
th e officers a t the time th a t the limbs 
m ust have been arranged after death. 
Another thing the officers could'never 
understand 
was w hat 
caused 
the 
death. 
The only hole th a t answered 
for a bullet wound was in the rig h t 
side of the nasal process and this 
n i^h t have resulted from decomposi­ 
tion of the cartilage. 
T he skull was 
n o t fractured and no bullet was ever 
found in the skull. 
According to Mrs. H urd’s Btory Mc 
Adams, Ew ing and tw o other men one 
of whom is in Chicago and the other 
in Rock county were out together with 
Mrs. Hurd and another young woman 
T he women, it is claimed, saw Mc­ 
Adams kill Ewing w ith a club. 
Mrs 
Hurd said she never dared to tell as 
McAdams had threatened to kill any 
body who revealed the secret 
June 15, 1895, is the date which the 
complaint sets for the commission of 
the murder. 
This date is only ap­ 
proximate, however, as the 
Hurds 
have no record showing the exact 
time 
Strange Point* About Story 
T here are several points to be ex­ 
plained before this story will be clear. 
It seems s tra ig e in the first place that 
Ew ing 
Sh mid 
put 
on 
all the 
clothes he owned and carry a valise 
w ith t x tr * collare, underw ear tooth 
brush, railroad time cards, etc., when 
g o in g out w ith a party o f friend?. 
It 
is also difficult- to ses how Ewing could 
have been killed w ith a club when his 
skull was not fractured. 
It might be 
p o s s ib le o f course th a t Ew ing 
was 
stunned by a 
com paratively 
light 
blow; and then, being propped up 
ag ain st a tree with his head throw n 
forw ard m ight have suffocated. 
Such 
a case occurred in Beloit a few years 
ago. 
The officers are inclined to attach 
more im portance to Mrs. Hurd s story 
becam e of the belief th a t she would 
not melee the charga w ithout good 
grouted* as she herself is brought into 
the affair. 
Mrs. Hurd j0id %' e officers th a t s h e
